Barly as it was, and threatening as was the 
day, the sidewalks along the entire :oute were 
lined with people, including thousands who, 
notwithstanding their strenuous all day and 
evening efforts, all day yesterday, had failed 
tosco the president or his wife in the general 
confusion prevailing. 

Tbe enthusiasm, however, was electric. 
Such bright faces, in the same numbers, were 
pever seen before. There must have been 
6fty thousand men, women and. children 
gathcred within a few blocks of the station. 
Alistreets leading to that thoroughfare were 
choked up completely with the press of human 
beings. Above the heads of the crowd could 
bo seou helmeted military. They were a fine 
lot of men, in all four companies, cavalry and 
artillery. Their arrival occasioned a sensa- 
tion, which grew more and more tumultnous 
as the presidential equipage appeared on the 
scene. The crowd was entirely good natured. 
fisone wish seemed to be to express respect 
jor (he president and his lady. Although bois- 
terous at times, as all crowds are, this one was 
on its good behavior, and readily obeyed the 
requests of the police to stand back and leave 
a clearspace through which the president might 
pass. As the president’s carriage moved away 
the military formed around it, and the tumult- 
novus crowd with wild cheering fell in behind. 
The president took off his hat the moment he 
goi inte the carriage, and bowed and smiled as 
roaring cheers went up. He seemed well 
pleased with his welcome, and he might well 
be, for it was royal. Mrs. Cleveland wore a 
biack traveling dress and looked [resh and 
cherniing. 

Qu the way to the national encampment 
this raorning, President Cleveland expressed 
a desire to sce tle historic site of the Haymar.

There was not a moment's time to spare,arid the 
prancing bays were sinartly lashed with the 
whip. it was nip and tack with mud that was 
faace thick and sticky by rain during the 
night. Finally, the vehicle containing the 
chiof magistrate ef the nation gave a territic 
lange forward, and was gone from the laugh- 
ing, cheoring crowd. <A rapid drive past two 
or three theusand troops drawn up in line, a 
thundering salute from the artillery, and bows 
and amiles to a couple of thousands ef apecta- 
tors In the stands, completed the ceremonies 
at the encampment. Without delay the presi- 
dent boarded a train for the depet down town, 
from which the start for Milwankee was to be 
made. It lacked but five minutes of 10, sched- 
nie time, of the start for Milwaukee, when he 
arrived, 

Mrs. Cleveland had preceded him by half an 
hour, stepping quietly into a carriage at tie 
hotel cad ae driven to the depot compara- 
tively unobserved.

AT SCHLITZ PARK. 

‘ From the courthouse reviewing stand the 
procession resumed its march to Schlitz park, 
vhere the hand-shaking feature of the pro- 
gramme was arranged to be carried out. Be- 
hind the presidential carriage allthe way up 
to the park trudged a grizzicd old lrishnian, 
holding aloft a banner inscribed with the words, 
“The President and the Constitution.’ He 
had walked to Milwaukee all the way from 
Noenah, Wis., with his flag for this purpose. 
He gave his name as John Sexton. At Sclrlitz 
nark there was an avenue of arches formed of 
gas jets, large lyres of punciared gas pipes be- 
ing placed above the center of each areli. 

Though it was broad daylighithe gas was 
lit, and against a backgronnd of trees, pre- 
sented a very pretty sight. The president was 
stationed on the platform in the main pavilion 
inside the park, surrounded by the citizens’ 
committee. Some slip in arrangements caused 
considerable confusion, the crowd beeoming 
masied inside the building in such @ manner 
that people could not get ont; while they kept 
pouring in like a stream. 

At one time the president and party were in 
danger of being swept off theirfeet by the 
surging throng, but the police finally managed 
to keep the crowd in eheck. The. president's 
rece lon lasted an hour. He was so tired of 
handshaking. as he himself. observed, that 
most of the time he Kept his hands behind 
him and simply bowed as the people passed. 
Many of them were’ not satisfied with this, 
however, and persisted in touching his clothes 
with their hands. From Schlitz park the party 
dreve to the exposition building, and thence, 
after a brief rest, to Plankinton house. 

MEH. CLEVELAND'S RECEPTION. 

Mrs. Cleveland had left her husband early 
in the afternoon, and atS o’clock dined at the 
rosidence of John L. Mitchell, resident mana- 
ger of the Soldiers’ home. Tie dinner party 
was confined to the chief guest and ten ladies. 
Froin here Mrs. Cleveland was driven tothe 
residence of James Kieock, on Grand avenne, 
where she gave a public reception lasting until 
9 o'clock, when she was driven to the Plankin- 
ton house, where she listened to the teasts, at 
ihe Merchants’ banquet, from the balcony of 
the dining liall. 

AT THE BANQUET. 

Just Se quests sat down ut the banquet ten- 
dered by the Merchant's association, this 
evening to the president, including leading 
republicans, democrats and mugwumps, from 
all parts of the state. ‘The dining hall was 


| elaborately decorated with ferns and palms. 


The guests remained standing until the arrival 
of the chief guest of the evening. Mr. Cleve- 
land entered on the arm of Mr. C. E. Andrews, 
president of the Merchant’s association. He 
was received with applause. At 10 o’cloek, 
Mrs. Cleveland appeared in the balcony of 
the dining room to listen to thé toasts and res- 
ponses and was greeted with great applause. 

Immediately after the applause had subsid- 
ed, Mr. Andrews made an address of welcome. 

As President Cleveland rose te respond’ he 
was greeted with vociferous cheering. Mr. 
Cleveland said: 

IL feel like thanking vou for rememberting, on this 
occasion, the presidcat of the United States; for I am

Paying Jurors. 


The house discussed at length last night the 
bill paying jurors who are summoned but ex- 
cused by the court. 

Messrs. Terrell, Tate and Glenn favored, 
and Mr. Felton, of Bibb, opposea the bill. 
Tales jurors in criminal cases, whether sworn 
or not, under the act of 1882-83, are entitled 
to $l perday. This bill applies to. jurors reg- 
ularly drawn and summoned on regular pan- 
els and excused by the courts. After discus- 
sion it Was recomunitted. 

Sunday Excursions. 

Mr. McCleskey’s bill to prevent the running 
of excursion trains on Sunday came up in the 
house yesterday. Mr. Atkinson contended 
that under the act of 1882, railroads were now 
prohibited, and that the act should be so 
amended as to apply alone to steamboats and 
other water crafts. Mr. Waystated that Judge 
Adams held that the act of 1882 simply ap- 
plied to freight trains. Under this statement 
all opposition was withdrawn, and the bill 
passed by yeas 106, nays 0. 

Senate Routine, 

Owing to the indisposition of the chaplain 
Rey. John Jones, D. D.. the opening prayer in 
the senate yesterday ‘wus make by the Rev, 
Mr. Bellamy. Immediately after the reading 
of the journal, Mr.- Northcutt moved to re- 
commit to the judiciary committee the bill 
making oral slander a misdemeanor. 

This course was opposed by Mr. Hawkes, 
who believed that the committee had taken 
the proper action in regard to the bill, and 
that the senate should sustain the committee’s 
report, especially since no good reason was 
given for adopting another course. Mr. James 
agreed with Mr. Hawkes, and declared that 


/ the report of the committee should be sus- 


tained. Mr. Hawkes again took the floor and 
spoke briefly against the bill, sustaining the 
report of the committee. _He declared that 
only in rare instances would a pure, chaste wo- 
man gointothe court house and have her 
name dragged in the mire and disgrace of de- 
fending an oral suit for slander. Such matters 
would be left to friends and relatives, but the 
bill proposed would open an avenue to disrepu- 
table characters to levy blackmail and otherwise 
cause decent and honest people much trouble 
and taxation. The motion to recommit was 
lost by a decided vote. 
A PERSONAL MATTER. 

Mr.. James rose to a question of personal 
privilege, and said that he had seen in the 
Atlanta Journal of Wednesday the following 
paragraph. The matter referred to was said 
to have come from Mr. Huff during the prog- 
ress of his speech on the penitentiary bill: 
‘That the last committee that went to Dade 
coal mines had one end of the coach filled with 
whisky and champagne and the other end with 
cigars,and that a member of the committee got 
maudlin drunk and fell out of his bunk. Now 
you can imagine whal kind of a report a com- 
mittee like this would get up.’ 

“‘As chairman of that committee,” said Mr. 
James, **I desire to state that so far as I am 
individually concerned, I did not drink any- 
body’s whisky, champagne, or smoke any- 
body’s cigars. And I desire to state in behalf 
of the committee that the attack made on 
them is unjust and untrue. They discharged 
their full duty, and were not influenced by 
anybody or by any means, except as they were 
in honor bound by their oaths. By reference 
to the report made at the last session, it will 
be found that they made thorough, complete 
and careful examination.” 

And, m conclusion, Mr. Jamet added, 
‘that the gentleman from Bibb, (Mr. Huff) 
in his zeal to improve the penitentiary system, 
should be careful so as not to cast unjust re- 
flections upon members who have discharged 
their full duty.” 


A SPECIAL ORDER. 

The bill to provide for the enforcement of 
the punishment of the convicts confined in 
the penitentiary of the state, was, on motion, 
made the special order for today, immediately 
after the reading of the journal.

The witnesses swore that 
they did not own the still; that they 
did not know who owned or run 


it, and finally that they did not know that 
¢here was a still there, One of them. swore 
that he had never yet known of the still bein 
there. He knew every road and path; cou! 
locate all the points in the neighborhood, ex- 
cept the point at which the still wasrun. It 
secms inéredible that a distillery could be run 
within smelling distance of three houses occn- 
pied by families, in a remote and thinly settled 
vart of the country, and not one oi them 
have any knowledge of it, even after 
it was burned up and the still cat to pieces 
by tho revenne ofiicers. It seems that the 
class of men who are engaged in this illicit 
distilling and their customers among their 
neighbors, althopgh not noted for intelligence, 
have discovered the kack of swearing just 
ohough, admitting what will not make outa 
case, and lying persistentiv when it comes to a 
vital niatter. The impression made on the 
mind of the reporter at least, wes that it was 
an oxtromely difficult matier for the govern- 
ment to convict these offenders. Beyond 
doubt every one of these witnesses who lived 
in the immodiate vicinity, and who swore posi- 
sively that they did not know abont this siill, 
did knew all abont it, and had probably got 
drank on the whisky made there time and 
again.

German Aggression. 

Both France and Germany have recently 
adopted an aggressive policy of colonial ex- 
tension. The latest advance made in this 
direction by Germany is so bold that it 
may provoke international complications. 

The Samoan Islands are one of the miost 
fmportant groups in the Pacific ocean. 
They are now held undera sort of joint 
protectorate, in which Germany, England, 
and the United States are partners. Re- 
cently a German admiral has been asserting 
authority at Samoa, which indicates the 
intention of Germany to annex these is- 
lands. | 

Secretary Bayard not long ago was dis- 
posed to emphasize the importance of our 
hold on Samoa, and it was natural to sup- 
pose that ue would be quick to resent any 
seurpation of another power in that quarter. 
But the secretary does not appear to be at 
all alarmed at the movement of Germany. 
He is disposed to accept the assurances of 
the German authorities that they do not 
contemplate the annexation of Samoa. To 
most people the scheme of Germany appears 
to be plainly set toward crowding us out of 
what promised to be a very valuable trading 
port. But the secretary is not disposed to 
take this view of the matter, and the Ger- 
mans continue to tighten their grip on 
Samoa. 

England has been bought off by conces- 
sions from the German government in other 
quarters. The way seems clear for Ger- 
Many to obtain complete control of these 
important islands, This may be only a step 
in a policy which will demand other rights 
im the Pacific ocean. The next foreign 
elaim will probably be fixed og Hawaii, and 
then our state department may be a little 
more incredulous of the smooth professions 
ef European diplomats. Congress at its 
approaching session may take some action 
2o protect our rights and prospectsin the 
Pacific ocean.

“MARSE CHAN,” 


How Mr. Page Cameto Writethe Famous 
Story. 

In the autumn of 1880, says the October 
Book Euyer, in a sketch of the author, Thomas Nel- 
£0n Page, of Richmond, Va., afriend of Mr. Page 
showed hima letter which had been taken from 
the pocket of a dead private of a Georgia regiment, 
It was from his sweetheart, and was very badly 
written. She toid him of her love, and expressed 
sorrow for her bad treatment ofhim. She declared 
that she had loved himallthetime, and indeed 


ever since they had gone to school together, when . 


he used to be so good to her. Finally, she said that 
if he would get a furlough and cm: home she 
would marry him, There was a postscript scrawk a 
across the blue confederate payer, to the effect that 
he must not come withont a furlough, forifhe 
didn’t ‘‘come honorable”’ she would not marry him, 
The poor fellow got his furlough at Malve n Hill or 
Fair Oaks by a bullet. 

Mr. Page was so touched hy the incident, that he 
went to his law office and began to write ‘‘Marse 
Chan,” which he finished in a few cvenings, and 
sent off to Scribner’s Monthly. At this time, the 
autumn of 1880 the newspapers were discuss]lng the 
coming Yorktown centennial, and Mr. Page, when 
he sent his ‘‘Marse Chan,’’ asked permission of the 
editor to write a paper on this snbject. This re- 
quest was granted, when, a few months later, 
‘‘Marse Chan” was aecepted, Mr. Page receiving $80 
for the story, The paper upon “Old Yorktown” 
appeared in the October nnmber, 1881, of Scribner’s 
Monthly, but ‘‘Marse Chan” was not published. rn- 
til April, 1884, in the Century, which had succeeded 
Scribner's Monthly. In the meantime, Mr. Pace 
wrote only ‘‘A Soldier of the Empire,” the non-ap- 
pearance of his story discouraging him from further 
attempis. Soon after the appearence of ‘‘Marse 
Chan’’ Mr. Page began to get letters about it, and 
since then he has received letters from every part 
of America, and even from Europe.

General Edward Hopkins,of Florida,who died 
in Jacksonville on Wednesday last, tought aremark- 
able Cu *l with Generali Charles Floyd, his brother's 
father-in-law, in 1840. The most desperate and 
deadiy preparations were made. Each one was 
equipped with donble-barreled shotguns, heavily 
loaded with buckshot, a trace of pistols anda bowle 
knife, ‘With a view to accomplishing the death of 
one or the other, if guns failed pistols were to be 
used, and if these failed too, they were Jo resort to 
their knives. Atthe appointed time both opened 
fire without the usual preliminaries. and Hopkins 
fell, pierced with a half dozen or more shot.

I’ll never forget his face. He was d¥essed in 
brown pants, had on acircular sort of short 
jacket, a blue shirt which was open, and be- 
neath it a white one. I told the officer last 
night he had on blue pants, but I remember 
now, since you ask me so particularly, that he 
had on brown-colored pants. They both wore 
black slouch hats, and each had a pistol.” 

Miss Walker, who came here but a sbort 
time ago from Forney, is a prepossessing look- 
ing brunette, and about sixteen years old. The 
whole city is in a frenzy of indignation, and 
should the right parties be arrested they will 
be hanged immediately. The police are search- 
ing every portion of town, the trains and roads, 
looking for them, but so far have not found 


them.

A DETERMINED PRISONER, 


| Who Twice Brings the Lessees Into the 
Supreme Court. 


Cuarranooaa, Tenn., October 6.—[{Specia), | 
E.H. Johnson, of Chicago, better known a® 
the express robber of Memphis, was set at lib- 
ery today. In 1875, he was arrested at Mem- 
es for an express robbery, and sentenced to 
1 réars in the penitentiary. Heisa very in- 
telligent man, and during 1884, is said to have 
framed 4 bill while gerving his term, that has 
resulted in his liberty. The bill, which be- 
came a law, shortened the good time allowed 
| prisoners. His sentence had already been 
commuted to16 years, for services during a 
fire in the penitentiary. When the good 
time law went into effect, he petitioned for a 
writ of habeas corpus, on the ground that his 
term had expired, and Judge Frank Reid, of 
Nashville, released him. 
He was at liberty 18 months, during which 
the supreme court reversed the decision of 
dudge Reid, and Johnson was sent back to the 
mines at Inman. A monthago he petitioned 
fora writ of habeas corpus on the ground 
that the penitentiary lessees gave him his 
edom for 18 months, and that time should 
count as a part of. his term which, if included, 
would finish his term under the old good time 
law. Today Judge Trewhitt, of the circuit 
court, rendered a decision to that effect set- 
tng Johnson free.

The ten thousand dollars fs life fisnrance

known member of she Atlanta bar, .and the 
money involved in the suit is the amount of a 


life pelicy upon his life. 

Mr. Smith was, at the time of his death, a 
young man, and the agent who wrote the pol- 
icy had little idea that a warrant for the money 
would have to be drawn so soon. He was a 
single man with no relatives in Athmta, his 
home being in Tennessee. 

Something over a year ago, Mr. Smith’s 
health began te fail him and he’ decided. to 
visit his old Tennessee home. The pure 
mountain air soon had a wholesome effect 
upon him, and in a short time he was. improv- 
ing rapidly. The improvement, however, 
was of Short duration, and early last~spring 
Mr. Smith died. When intelligence. of his 
death reached Atlanta, everybody whe knew 
Mr. Smith was surprised and among his 
friendstkere was.a feching of eenuine regret. 
The Atlanta bar took the usual action and 
then an admimiatrator was appointed. Captain 
Rt. J. Lowry was named as administrator and 
in the inventory of the dead attérney'’s * prop- 
erty, found a life insutanee policy for $14,000, 
issueti by the New York Liie Imsuranee come 
parry. 

Soon after qualifying as administrator, Cap- 
tein Lowry*cgmmenced closing the estate and 
made demand upon the New York Life Insu- 
rance company for the money. His demand 
was met by a Statement that the money could 
not be paid withoutan order of court, as U. J. 
Simmons, an Atlanta attorney, had laid claim 
tothe amount. Abontthe same time that 
gentleman took tegal steps tosecure the money, 
aud of course Captain Lowry resisted. In his ac- 
tion, Mr. Simmens claimed that he had carried 
the policy with the understanding that he was 
to be protected*upon the death of Mr. Smith, 
if not before. 

After ihe matier had beer taken into court 


| the insurance company manifested a disposi- 


tion to pay the money, and as neither party in- 
volved in-the litigation cowld receive: it, the 
court was asked to appoint a receiver. The 
application for the receiver was heard before 
Judge Marshall J. Clarke yesterday morning, 
and Mr. BE. H. Thornton was named. The 
gentleman at onec made bond and will carry 
out the order of the court. 

The suit presents many knotty points, and 
the result will be watched with great interest. 
Ali of the parties jnvolved are honorable gen- 
tlemen, and the war for the ten thousand will 
be waged fairly and honorably. 

Mr. Smith lived in Atlantaonly a few years, 
but became quite well known soon after he 
lecated in the ety. Heowas bright and a deep
